_ the Mythologifts tell us, was to exprefs his double Office, 


Arms, who fhewed him all the Furniture of his Shop. 
Vulcan had Reafon to repent of his Fondnefs ; for, in con- 
fequence of it, he loft all his working Tools. Mercury 
{pared the Wife no more than the Hufband: Having over- 
come Cupid at wrefiling the fame Day, and Venus making 
much of him after his Vidtory, he ftole her Cefws in return 
for her Good-nature. The Hiftory goes mach farther ; but 
I will only obferve, that it informs us he ftole the Sceptre 
of his Father and Sovereign Fupiter ; and that he attempted 
to carry off his Thunder alfo, bot found it a little too hot 
for his Fingers,—There is no Doubt but all the(e Stories 
have their Meaning. 

Itake no Notice of Mercury's Eloquence, his Skill in the 
Arts and in Merchandize : ‘Thefe muft be recktoned among 
his ufeful, and I have chiefly in View his mifchievous, Qua- 
lities. Among thefe, he had learned very early the Art of 
properly touching ; for, being detefted by the Shepherd 
Battus while he was ftealing Apollo's Cattle, he had the 
Prefence of Mind, tho’ but twelve Hours old, to give him 
one of them to keep the Secret. 


It is to my Purpofe to mention only two more of Afer- 
cury’s Offices or Qualifications. He was the Conduétor and 
Difpofer of the Dead ; that is, he conveyed them over the 
River Styx by the Affiftance of Charon: And he was very 
expert at the making of Leagues and Definitive Treaties ; 
which Skill he is faid to have employed not among Men 
only, but among the Gods themfelves. Probably, as he 
was fo very {wift and diligent a Meffenger, that he is more 
diftinguifhed by that Charaéter than by any other, he 
might himfelf perform the Part of Coarier to his own Ne- 
gociations. - In the frugal-antient Times, this muft have 
faved a confiderable Expence, which of late Years has been 
thought neceflary at the Conclufion of a long Affair, how 
difgracefully foever it may turn out. The News of the 
Definitive Treaty of A*, if I remember right, coft sco /. 
at L**x, and soo/. at H***r, What muft then have 
been the Reward of the noble Sanwicos, if a Succeffion of 
lucrative Places had not been fubftituted in the room of 
prompt Payment? What would Mercury have deferved, in 
modern Times, if he had officiated in the double Capacity 
of Negociator and Meffenger? But ‘we don’t find that the 
Son of Maia, in his Time, was remarkably rich ; tho’ his 
Services and Rogucries are together fo many, that he is 
brought in by Lucianx complaining, that he had no Reft Day 
or Night. 

I take this Mercury, tho’ he has not of late appeared 
under that Name, to have had a great Share in the Ma- 
nagement of-meft Affairs within oerMemory. He was often 
reprefented with twp very different Sides of a Face; which, 


in Heaven and in Hell, or among the celeftial and infernal 
Deities: But I fuppofe it rather typical of the double Con- 
duét he was to hold in thefe latter Ages, and that his Looks 
were directed benignly into two neighbouring Rival King- 
doms at the fame Time; as fuppofe, for Inftance, G* B** 
and F*, One of thefe Sides indeed was black, and the 
other white ; which might fignify Guilt in one of the Inti- 
timacies they pointed out: Yet we do not read, that Mer- 
cury was at all afhamed of this Deformity, or that he was 
apt to bluh either in his Zsiopian or Greciaw Countenance.

There is ftill another obvions Interpretation of thefe two 


falling upon, tho’ it might not occur to the ancient Mytho- 
gilts themfelves. Might it not typify the Union of Tae 
Brothers, who act as if they were only Parts of the fame 
Individual? And this prophetic Emblem, I humbly con- 
ceive, is much better exprefled by two Faces, or two Sides 
of a Face, upon the fame Head, than it would have been 
by two feveral Heads : for how can Samenefs and Uniformity 
of Council be more happily depifled than it is in this figu- 
rative Mercury ? Not to mention that, for two Heads, there 
muft have been a double Portion of Brains ; which might 
have entirely {poiled the Typification, if no fuch Scock was 
allowed to refide in the fraternal Pair of Heads. 

It does not I think appear, that the modern Mercury 
(for by that Title I chufe to diftinguifh him in his late Fx- 
ploits) has been convigted of ftealing Sheep or Oxen: But 
much Wrong has been done him, if he has nox been deeply 
concerned in Owding or Smuggling of Wool; which is a 
Pra€tice but little leis pernicious than the carrying off the 
Animal itfelf. . 

That Vulcan, the God of Fire, was fairly deprived of 
his working Tools in F/**rs, (when an Army was fent to 
befiege a Town without Artillery, and to force Intrench- 
ments in the fame unprovided Manner) feems to be no 
ftrained or unnatural Commentary : And as the Cefus or 
Girdle of Venus was one of the chief Graces or Ornaments 
of her Perfon, may not the degrading a Country from her 
Dignity and Influence, from that Refpeé&t which the had 
ufed to command among her Neighbours, be properly 
called the robbing her of her Ceftus ? 

As to the depriving Fupiter of his Sceptre, there will 
not be the leaft Difficulty in underftanding it, if we can 
think of any Nation in which a Mercurial M***y, or Pair 
of M***rs, have proceeded {0 far as to bully their S**ep, 
to deny him the Choice of his own Servants, and to keep 
him for feveral Years as it were in L*%g fps, Happy is 
it for us, that no fuch Application of the Fable can be 
made in thefe Iflands! But if the other Trick of our Fovial 
Meffenger, when he attempted to bear cff the Thunder 
likewife, but found it too hot and heavy for him to wield, 
hath fomething in it more ftriking to an Englifh Reader, 
whofe Thoughts are ftill engrofled by the Treaty of 4 % 
I cannot prevent any Jaference he may draw from it. 

Analogous to that Office of the antient Mercury, by 
which he releafed the Souls of dying Perfons from their 
Bodies, and conveyed them over Styx into the infernal Re- 
gions, I take to be our modern Mercury's Employment of 
feducing thoughtlefs Men from the plain Paths of Truth, 
(which I mentioned at the Beginning of this Paper) plunging 
them into the Lake of Corruption, and dra gging them thro? 
the Mud at the Bottom of it to the oppofite Shore, when 
they arife among their Fellow Proftitutes. It is in the 
Execution of this Office that I have endeavoured chiefly 
to interrupt and traverfe his Labours; efpecially, by pointe 
ing out the Danger and Difgrace into which he was leading 
the poor deluded Mortals: But his ufval Way, on thefe Oc- 
cafions, is immediately to blind them with Handfuls of 
yellow Sand, which he throws plentifully into their Eyes, 
If I can guefs by his leering, he watches an Opportunity 
to play the fame Trick with me: But the Multitude of my 
Eyes, I prefume, is not a little difcouraging to him; and » 
my Vigilance, he perceives, is equal to my Power of Ob. 
fervation.

_ fancy, practiled upon Battus ; which laétion and I]l-nature, 


in tho‘e Days, have branded with a Mak of Infamy, and 
called it Bribery. 

The old Painters, to expref, the Eloquence of their Mer- 
cury, reprefented Men as fattened to him by the Ears with 
gold:n Chains, by which he could lead them w hitherfos ver 
he pleafed. ‘This Emblem of the Chains, like every thing 
elfe in this Story, feems to be typical, and fhadows out to 
usa modern Reality. It i8 but removing the golden Chains 
from the Ears to the Hands, and uniting the Ends of them 
in the Hand of our Mercury, and we thall find that they 
do in fa€t confitt of the folid Metal, and have truly all that 
Power which was only fabled of the Chains of Eloquence. 
He is every Day forging new Chains of this palpable kind, 
which matt be added to the cther Occupations of the 
modern Deity of Thieves. 

I have only one more of the Mercurial Qualities to fpeak 
to; and that is, his eminent Skill in the Art of Treaty- 
making. Who can tell but it was Hermes himfelf that al- 
famed the Figure and Mien of SANV'/COS, and negotiated 
for us that wonderful and inexplicable Peace at 4*, the 
Confequence of which we fo fenfibly feel in the Friendthip 
of the Spaniards and their Direétors ? By the Miftery which 
is found in that ‘Treaty, and which hath fince exercifed fo 


_many deep Heaps to explain, one may fufpect that no {mall 


Quantity of Merew ia/ Cunning entered into the Compofi- 
tion of it; and as there was always fome roguifh Intention 
atthe Bottom of his Schemes, let the Conduct of them ap- 
pear ever fo fimple, why thould we not charge upon Mer- 
cury, rather than upon Sanvicos, the Par Nobile, or any 
other mere Mortals, the untoward Effects which have arifen 
or may arife to us from that Treaty ? 

Upon the whole, | confider the modern Mercury as a 
fort of political Satax; who, if he be altogether as. invi- 
fible as the other Satan, is altogether as malicious and in- 


-fidious in his Way. For this Reafon, I rank him entirely 


with the infernal Beings ; whereas his heathen Namefake 
was divided betwixt the fupernal and infernal Deities: And 
as to hunt the old Serpent thro’ all his Wiles, and preferve 
the good Chriftian from being enfnared by them, is a 
chiet Part of the Duty of a found Divine; fo to purfue this 
political Tempter thro’ all his various Windings, and de 
feat his Stratagems, fhall ever be my principal Endeavour, 
as an honeft Suturday Lefturer. Poflibly I may prove that 
Perfons, who do not believe the Exiltence of any invifible 
fpiritual Being at all, are verily poflefied and actuated by 
by this Demon.

Thurfday was held at Guildhall, a Court of Common 
Council, when many important Affairs were laid before 
the faid Court, viz.
